>- EXPLAINED 


DOWN THE ROAD—Embwnuing Moments of » Motorist

Proper registration of automobiles 


is required by the new sUte code of 
traffic regulations 
Owners of mot- 


or cars are Kirniliar «!tli most of the 
provisions, -which ha\o been in ef- 
fect for a nun bor of years. 


The law requires that certain In- 


formation be given, ou blanks pro-j 
vid=c! by the pscretary of s'ats. This' 
information 
includes a brief de-j 


Boription of the motor vehicle, the | 
name of the manufacturer, factory- 
Dumber, the >ear's model, en 
number, horse power; and in thet 
case of commercial cars, tbe gross 
weight of vehicle and load. 


The name and address of the own- 


er must be given. If be Is under 21 
years of age. the exact age must be 
given, together \vith the name of 
_the township, fcity, or village in 
'which the owner Jives. 


The minimum age limit of drivers 


of motor vehicles is a question which 
is left to municipal councils. On 
this subject, it will be necessary^for 
a person of minor age to be familiar 
•with 
the o r d i n a n c e s of each 


municipality thru which he intends 
.t otrave!. in order not to subject 
himself to the probability of arrest 
Penalties for violation of this and 
other sections of the law were set 
by the legislature with the intention 
of deterring motorists and pedes- 
trians from Ignoring the regulations. 
They become stiffer for subsequent 
offenses. 


For violation of any provision ex- 


cept those/regulating speed and the 
prohibition of careless and reckless 
driving, the penalty is a fine of not 
more than J25 for the first offense 
and $25 to $100 for the second or- 
fense. 


Under this heading come the fol- 


lowing violations: jay-walking, re-

fuaal to obev traffic police -signals 
and commands; failure or driveis to 
keop a clear view to both fairies and 
to the rear, either by direct view or 
mirror, noivobservauee ot the right- 
of-way provisions; failure to give 
pioper signals before changing the 
course or a motor vehicle; making a 
turn the wrong way, falling 'o keep 
to the right; and the other violations 
ol the risleg of the road. 


The harshest sontonrea, however, 


are provided for violators of the reg- 
ulations concerning speeding 
and

the pedestrian in the use of the 
streets. 


In a previous article, the speed 


limits were set forth, as follows; 
15 miles an hour In congested dis- 
tricts of municipalities, 25 miles an 
hour In other districts ot municipali- 
ties, and 35 miles an hour outside of 
municipalities. 


It \\as also stated that the law re- 


quired drivers to operate their cars 
so as not to endanger the life, Hmb, 


reckless driving. 
hufflclent answer 
just allegations that the motorist is j or property of any persons lawfully 
allowed an unfair advantage over j using the highways. 


For violating these provisions, the 


following penalties have been fixed: 


First offense, a fine of not less 


than ?10 nor more than $100. 


Second" offense, a, fine o£ $25 to 


$100, or imprisonment in the county 
jail or workhouse not more than 10 
days, or both. 


Third offense, a flue of $60 to 


$200, or imprisonment in the county 


jail of workhouse not more thaa 30 
days, or both. 


In addition, the law provides a 


jail or workhouse sentence of five 
days for violation of the speed law, 
on tbe first offense, if the person ar- 
rested is convicted o£ driving more 
than 25 miles an hour in a congested 
district of a municipality, 35 miles 
an hour in other than congested dis- 
tricts within a municipality, and 
more than 45 miles an hour outside 
a municipality.

Laws, of course, are of little or no 


ralue unless they ar« enforced and 
obeyed. 
Enforcement is the work 


of tbe proper city and'fetate officials. 
Obedience, however, is a matter for 
the attention of every cltiaen, both 
pedestrian snd motorist. 


Voluntary obedience to the new

Only in case of 
long neglect should it be necessary 
to unscrew the cap at the bottom of 
trap to remove deposit. 


"Needless to say, the necessity for 


constant bathroom ventilation should 
Be kept in mind. A window kept 


be cleaned with a long handled brush ;open. an lnch at the toP 
at least Once ft, Weak* With ordinary 
care no pumice or other scouring 
powder Is needed and no Injury 


"A bathroom floor should t>e of Inv 


pervious, washable material. Apart 
18 from the ideal tile floor this includes 


done to the glaze. 


"The wash bowl should be thoro- 


iy cleaned -with a Wash cloth for this 
purpose, Immediately after each use. 
It 38 a too common practice to lift 
the plug and walk away, with the re- 
sult that a Illrn or ridge of dirt ac-

It 
is more necessary than ever to follow 
the ball at all times and look for any- 
thing. That makes for alertness.

dividual. Class will assert itself in 
baseball, regardless of conditions.'

To get the viewpoint of a football 


star just breaking into the majors, I 
picked on Mike Gazella of the New 
Yci-k Yankees. Gazella has great 
promise as a shortstop. At Lafayette 
last season, Gazella was one of the 
outstanding stars of the year. With a 
majority of the critics he was an All- 
America selection for the backfield. 


"Football, I think, is the more in- 


teresting to play," said Mike, "at least 
it was to me. In football there is al- 
ways something doing.

Princess Mary, her daughter, 


was reared by Puritan stan- 
dards. 
As Queen Victoria had 


frowned on decollete dress, so 
Queen Mary did not permit 
Princess Mary to wear even the 
more conservative P a r i s i a n 
styles. Not until she married 
Lord Lascelles did the Princess 
have an opportunity to indulge 
the love fo. pretty fluffy-ruffles 
which nearly all girls have.

Had it not existed; had not the sweet- 


hearts taken shelter within its shadow; 
had not do Rosa driven past in his motor- 
car, there would he no story—or at least 
only the first, faint chapters of one. 


Anger, disgrace and agony, stalking two 


households and threatening to wreck three 
lives, would never have been born. Young 
Mrs. Dugan would not be. as she is, sub- 
ject to attacks of stone-blindness. 
But 


Chance willed it otherwise. 


The true and vehement narrative of the 


"scar of scorn" beats fiction on its own 
ground. Baizac, master novelist of such 
themes, never wrote of a vengnnce more 
fantastic and terrifying than this one. 
Indeed, the drama of the de Rosas and 
Dugan suggests, rather, those sombre 
talcs of cruelty during the dark-red days 
of the inquisition. 


Yet the means to it were simplicity 


itself. 
To carry out the purpose of an 


oath, handed down from year to year in 
an unvarying code of savage ethics, the 
man who executed it used no knouts or 
poiling oil, no bastinado or pit and
